The  fore  going  st  ttement  of  the  reaonroea  and  liabilities 
shows  a  balance  of  $1384  47  against  the  t  iwn  Due  notice  was 
given  to  all  highway  surveyors  to  see  that  all  hi1  Is  for  labor  in 
their  resp 'Ctive  districts  to  Feb.  1st,  1894.  were  presented  for 
settlement  on  or  before  Feb.  10th,  and  we  think  that  the  amount  of 
bills  out-standing  against  the  town  in  this  department  for  Labor 
prior  to  Feb.  1,  is  very  small,  and  that  the  report  as  rendered  to 
Feb.  1,  shows  its  actual  financial  condition  Several  reasons 
ould  be  assigned  for  the  large  expenditures  in  this  department. 

The  expenses  for  the  support  of  poor  are  considerably  larger 
than  in  former  years,  but  we  would  respectfully  call  the  attention 
iff  our  townsmen  to  one  item  in  the  account,  where  nearly  $300  is 
expended  for  the  support  of  one  pan  per  We  have  earnestly  en- 
deavored to  keep  the  expenses  in  this  department  as  low  as  possib'e, 
and  bv  receiving  reimbursements  from  the  State  for  amounts  paid 
this  year  and  in  1892.  we  were  enabled  to  keep  the  expenses  down 
so  that  we  have  overdrawn  the  amount  raised  by  $.">80  4.5. 

An  error  was  made  in  the  footing  of  the  amount  expended  in 
highway  distiict  23.  which  was  not  notic  d  until  after  that  part  of 
this  report  had  b«  en  printed.  The  amount  expended  in  this  dis- 
trict is  $101  88  instead  of  $1">4  .">.">.  and  the  amount  overdrawn.

A  partial  exchange  in  grammars  and  language  less  ns  has 
been  made  the  past  year.  The  new  language  books  introduced 
being  Tarbell's  No.  1  and  2.  As  the  exchange  is  not  yet  com- 
pleted, the  account  with  th  firm  of  ^h  >m  the  books  were  pur- 
chased still  remains  open.  The  exchange  is  being  effected  upon 
very  reasonable  terms  for  the  town. 

This  year  we  have  furnished  to  the  scholars  ot  ihe  town,  be- 
sides ttieir  tegular  school  text-books,  their  copy  of  writing  books. 
A  demand  has  been  made  by  man\  teachers  that  the  town  furnish 
necessary  pupe-,  pen  and  pencils,  as  many  scholars  are  without 
th»  m  If  thes  are  furnished  by  the  town  next  year,  the  expense 
will  be  somewhat  larg  r.  It  will  doubtless  require  from  year  to 
year  an  appropriation  of  about  $200  to  $300  for   this  department. 

In  ord«  r  to  complet  the  change  of  language  book,  and  to 
purchase  the  necessary  text  and  copy  books,  I  recommend  the  ap- 
propriation of  $2.50. 

SCHOOL-HOUSE  REPAIRS 

The  town  raised  the  sum  of  $.500  for  repairs  upon  school- 
houses,  which  sum  would  h  vc  been  amply  sufficient  had  we  not 
moved  and  entirely  rebuilt  the  school-house  in  district  No.  9,  and 
fl'ted  the  same  with  modern  automatic  school  desks.  A  lot  con- 
taining o  te-half  acre  was  purchased,  some  4()  or  "><)  rods  from  the 
old  location,  and  the  "Id  school-house  and  wood-shed  moved  upon 
it,  and  both  rebuilt,  at  an  expense  of  about  $260,  Most  of  the 
school-houses  in  town  have  also  been  supplied  with  new  b'ack- 
boards  during  the  year  The  school  house  in  district  No  3.  (Ward 
Hill),  was  parti i  ly  clapbo irdo  1,  a  id  I  w  mid  rec  trnmend  that  the 
same  be  painted  the  in-coming  year.     Several    school-houses  have 
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had  to  be  re-shingled,  and  ear'y  all  have  had  t  >  have  mora  or  less 
repairs. 

A  school  was  maintained  inth*  dwelling -ho^se  of  0.  H.  Saw- 
yer's in  district  Xo.  15,  as  the  BOhool-hoUfie  in  that  district  was  not 
suitable. 

In  distric  t  Xo.  2.  (M  i  lis  □  Vill  -gc)  on  account  of  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  s-  hool  building,  a  room  had  to  be  hired  outside  of 
the  building,  and  fitted  with  di  sks.  In  this  room  a  lower  primary 
glade  of  school  has  been  mai  tained  numb  ring  ab  «ut  40 

In  Hccordance  with  the  vo  e  of  the  town  of  July  31,  1803,  the 
school- houses  in  districts  Xos.  4  and  11  have  been  soM:  that  in  No 
11  for  $10  and  Xo.  4.  fb*  811.  Several  school  -houses  wiM  need 
some  repairs  daring  the  coming  year,  and  1  recommend  for  this  pur- 
pose the  appropriation  Of  $500.  For  the  amount  raised  foi  the  re- 
pair of  school-houses  last  year,  it  wa<  note  mtemp'ated  to  entirely 
rebuild  any.  as  has  been  done,  and  the  appropri  <tion  has  been 
somewhat  overdrawn 

SCHOOLS. 

Schools  have  been  maintained   during    the   past   year  in 
different  districts;  none  having  b?en  maintained  in  districts  Nos.  I. 

II,  17.  IS.  Ov  li).     Scholars  in  (list  id  Xo.  4.  have  attended  in  Dist 

No.  10.  [Black well  Hill),  and  those  in  district  No,  11  in  districts 
Nos.  8,(W«rd  Hill),  and  14.  (Pooer  Bridge).  There  sre  no 
scholars  in  district  Xo  17.  Most  of  the  Bchol  trs  in  dis  rict  X<>.  1H 
have  attended  s  hool  in  the  town  of  Sol  n.  The  scholars  111  dis- 
trict No.  19,  \\Vston  district  .  have  for  sevcra  years  attended  tiie 
school  in  district  Xo.  2 

A  committee  was  a  ipointea  it  th  •  I  «st  annual  meeting  to  re- 
district  the  town  .  s  to  school  districts  »hich  I  think  will  be  able 
to  report  at  the  annual  me  ting,  to  be  held  March  5th,  and  tin  n 
Huch  action  can  be  taken  by  the  town  upon  the  report  as  is  deemed 
expedient 

The  exp  nditures  for  -ehools  in  distri  t  Xo.  2  'Madison  Vil- 
lage), includes  th  •  expense  of  the  winter  term  for  as  this 
term  w.is  in  |  ssion  at  the  time  of  making  my  last  report,  «  hich 
accounts  in  some  mea-ure  for  the  seemingly  large  expenditure  in 
tliis  district  'or  this  year  In  this  district,  rive  different  teachers 
have  been  employed  throughout  the  year. 
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Many  of  the  t  achers  n  ourschoo's  for  the  past  year  have  had 
previous  experience,  and  >-s  a  rule  have  done  very  sa'isfactory 
work  The  improveme  it  made  in  certain  districts  ha«  been  espec- 
ially marked  and  although  your  supervisor  has  had  to  pay  higher 
wages  for  the  teachers  in  these  schools,  yet  he  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  money  has  been  profitably  expended.  In  the  smaller  dis- 
tricts teachers  of  less  effic  ency  and  experience  have  been  employed, 
and  the  work  done  has  nor  in  all  respects  been  satisfactory,  but  in 
i. early  all  of  our  schoo's  your  supervisor  is  satisfied  that  the  teach- 
ers have  labored  faithfully  and  with  a  tair  degree  of  success  If 
our  schools  could  be  r  duced  to  a  less  number,  and  t'«e  scholars  in 
some  of  the  smaller  districts  attend  in  some  of  the  adjoining  dis- 
tricts, teachers  of  more  experience  could  be  employ  d,  and  I  am 
confident  that  the  parents  wt  uld  soon  become  well  satisfied  with 
the  change 

Quite  a  radical  change  in  onr  common  school  system  takes  effect , 
March  1st,  this  year.  The  town  will  be  called  upon  to  elect  a 
superintending  school  committee  instead  of  a  school  supervisor,  in 
whose  hands  is  placed  the  power  of  choosing  one  of  their  number  to 
supervise  the  schools;  or  if  the  town  so  vote,  such  a  committee  may 
elect  a  superintendent,  who  need  not  be  one  of  their  numher.  It 
seems  to  your  supervisor  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
men  deeply  interested  in  our  schools  should  be  chosen  members  of 
this  committee,  and  given  power  by  vote  of  the  town  to  elect  a 
school  superintendent,  if  they  so  desire;  and  that  the  town  appro- 
priate an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  an  efficient  man,  well  acquainted 
with  school  work  to  superintend  the  schools. 

In  closing  my  official  connection  with  the  schools  of  Madison, 
having  been  for  some  five  or  six  years  a  member  of  the  superin- 
tending school  committee,  and  school  supervisor, — I  am  pleased  to 
state  that  upon  the  whole,  our  schools  have  shown  marked  im- 
provement during  this  period;  and  I  hope  that  the  improvement 
will  be  more  marked  in  the  years  to  come. 

I  desire  to  express  to  the  scholars  in  the  different  schools  of 
town,  and  the  parents  in  the  different  districts,  with  many  of  whom 
I  have  become  intimately  acquainted,  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
many  courtesies  extended  to  me,  and  to  assure  them  that  although 
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not  officially  connected  with  the  schools,  my  interest  in  them  w 
be  the  same.
